Finals weeks came and went, leaving 
students to contend with two new 
changes in SSC policy. For the first time 
students were not allowed to keep their 
belongings in their dorm rooms over 
the break, but had to move them out. In 
addition, the traditional four week break 
had been extended to six weeks, in an 
effort to save energy. This meant,. of 
course, that classes would continue two 
weeks longer than usual in May, which 
caused _ consternation among some 
students concerned about summer jobs. 


For the first time, a four week mini- 
semester took place over the winter.

Salisbury State College has the eyes” 


of the nation--or at least those eyes 
belonging to the nation’s tennis fans-- 
upon it this week. The reason for this 
unusual attention is the NCAA Division 
lil National Tennis Championships that 
begin today in Seagulldom. 


Eighty-five of the finest Division II! 


tennis players are involved in the champ- 


ionship tourney, which includes a 64-_ 


draw singles slate and a 32-pair. draw in 
doubles. Play begins at 9 a.m. today 
with opening round matches and climaxes 
with Saturday’s singles and doubles 
finals, which begin at 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. 
respectively. : 

Two of the 85 participants can claim 
a homecourt advantage in the champion- 
ship tourney--Seagulls Jim Schenk and 
Scott Wight. Schenk and Wight each 
qualified for singles play and will team 
together as a doubles entry. 

Schenk was seeded number one on 
the Seagull squad for most of the year 
and compiled an 8-14 record while play- 
ing nearly all the toughest players on the 
SSC schedule. That record was deceptive, 
however, as it included a key win over a 
nationally regarded player from Glass- 
boro State and some other notable 
players. Schenk, in fact, ended the 
season ranked sixth in the South At- 
lantic Division Ill region. Wight, who 
also played a tough schedule while com- 
piling an 11-10 mark, was ranked tenth 
in the region. ee 

“Scott and Jim are players who started 
as reserve players-- they played very 
little in their freshman year and sparingly 
as sophomores,” said Burroughs of his 
national qualifiers. ‘“They’ve come on 
like gangbusters since then. They’re a 
real success story.” . : aA 

Burroughs then: talked about a pair 
of Seagulls whom he felt should have 
qualified for nationals- but did  not-- 
sophomore sensation “Mike Jones and 
solid senior Ladd Layton. | 

“Mike. and Ladd both had very good 
seasons and | thought they deserved to be 
in the tournament,” claimed Burroughs. 
“Mike had the team’s best record (18-4) 
and he was only one victory short of 
tying the team record for victories 
in one season. Ladd was a money player-- 
if we absolutely had to have one win, 
we knew he was the man to get it. 

‘But it was tough getting it down to 
the top 64 players,’’ continued Burroughs. 
“When the eight regional chairmen 
made their recommendations, we had 
104 players and we had to cut 40. We 
had a four-hour telephone call Monday 
to finally get down to the limit.” 


Six perennial national powers tied for 
honors by qualifiying four singles and 
two doubles entrants. Leading these 
multiple qualifiers--and tournament fav- 
Orites--is defending national champion 
Gustavus Adolphus. Adolphus also 
brings back the 1980 Division II! singles 
champion, Chris Burns, who was unseed- 


_ed last year but mowed down six straight 


opponents to win the title. 

Clairmont Mudd College, which finish- 
ed a single point behind Adolphus for the 
runner-up spot last year, also qualified 
four singles and two doubles entries 
for the tourney.  Third-ranked Kala- 


-mazoo College, fourth-ranked UWC-San 


Diego, sixth-ranked Swarthmore College, 
and seventh-ranked Millsaps College are 
the other team favorites. 


While the actual tournament will 
take place in the space of four. frantic 
days, the preparations have been going 
on for nearly two years. . Tournament’ 
director Burroughs, however, is about 
to see the fruit of that long labor read- 
ized. 

“We put in our bid for the tournament 


and had it accepted two years ago,” 
commented ; Burroughs, who also was 
director~ for AlAW women’s tennis 
championships in 1978 and 1980. “The 
first thing that comes to mind is that 
we’re happy to have received the bid. 
It’s good exposure for the college and for 
the (tennis) program. This is the ultimate 
for Division II| tournament.” 

Burroughs also let it be known that 
the arrangements for the tournament 
could not have been carried out if it had 
not been for the “involvement of the 
entire college community.” 

“It’s an awful lot of work,” said the 
Seagull mentor of the tournament prepar- 
ations. ‘Everyone on the (SSC) team has 
been working hard and we've had every- 
One in the (physical education) depart- 
ment, maintainance, and Hunter Smith 
and his trainers involved.” _ 

It is obvious from talking to Burroughs 
that he feels all the hard work has been 
worthwhile. “It’s really exciting and a 
lot of fun,” said Burroughs, who _ has 
spent much of the last two weeks on 
the phone talking with interested coaches 
around the country. “It’s an exciting 
atmosphere for all of us. All of our 
players are charged up and we’d like to 
do well in the tournament in addition to 
hosting it.” : 

One reason SSC was able to get the 
bid to host the national tournament was. 
Salisbury’s reputation as the . “tennis 
capital of the East Coast.’ Burroughs 
credits Salisbury tennis genius Bill 
Riordan, Jimmy Conners’ former manag- 
er, for much of this reputation. 


_ “I think more than anyone else, Bill 
Riordan is responsible for giving the town 
that name. We've all been kind of riding 
on his coattails,” said Burroughs. “He's 


-done. so much for tennis around here. 


There’s 'so° much tennis going on around 
here, from the pros to the women’s 
tourneys and now with the men’s 
tourney--the reputation has been rightly 
earned by this city. ’ 

This week’s tourney is getting national 
media exposure, with the 24-hour sports 
network, ESPN, planning to televise 
both the singles and doubles finals. 
The ESPN crew will be setting up Friday 
and will make taped highlights of the 
semi-final. matches. 

Most of the other publicity will be. 
coming from Gains Hawkins of the 
public. relations department. Hawkins 
will be sending out the results to all the 
news services, including AP and UPI, 
while a tournament press guide will be 
available. Other publicity will be handled 
by the athletic departments and athletic 
directors of the schools involved. . 

The ordeal of footing the bill for one 
of these type tournaments, meanwhile, 
has been an educational experience for 
Burroughs. 

“| tell you what. . . | can give anyone 
a real lesson in_ inflation,” remarked 
the Seagull coach. ‘‘What | planned on 
for expenses two years ago is way short 
now. Everything from~-meals to nets 
to chairs for the umpires have gone up.” 

The tournament costs are to be defray- 
ed by the charges being required as 
entrance fees. Each player is required to 


“pay ten dollars for each event entered. 


That money, however, does not come 
close to covering the expenses already 
incurred in getting ready for the tour- 
nament. 
“You have to get an awful lot of 
donations and we've gotten them,” 
said Burroughs. “Drinks have been 
donated for the entire week for the 
courts, the socials, and the coaches’ 
meetings. And the tournament balls 
(worth six hundred dollars) have been 
donated by the Penn Company.” 

The costs are not being absorbed by 
television money, either. 

“We don’t get full benefit of the 


television revenue,” noted Burroughs. 
“We can use some funds from it but we 
don’t get any profit.’ | | 

Burroughs also remarked that this 
tournament has been harder to put on 
than the two recent women’s champion- 
ships due to the.school schedule. 

“This is the first year we've had to 
do the tournament while school was 
still going on,”” said Burroughs, who was 
done in, like so many other people, 
by SSC’s new winter break. “It’s made it 
that much harder to get everything

Actual work on -the tournament 
began over the winter as Burroughs 
got together with the , national tennis:

Parker, 
trainer Hunter Smith and. his assistant 
Pete Sauer, maintainance personnel Dan 
Gladding, and housing official. Bob. 
Lovely. 

“We met in the winter to kick things 


off and since then I’ve been in contact ~ 


with them all the time. At this point, 
we're in pretty good shape to tell the 
truth.” 

Actually, this year’s tournament seems 
to be. in better shape than most of it’s 
Predecessors. [Earlier tournaments have 
been known to have to be held at as 
many as three nearby sites, which caused 
unneeded confusion. With SSC’s facili- 
ties, however, all the matches can be held 
at the central courts. That will allow for 
better regulation of the tournament and 
more up-to-date keeping of the standings. 
The SSC tennis house is an added con- 
venience. 

Another improvement for the sixth 
annual event has to do with the umpiring 
arrangements set up by the Eastern Shore 
Officials Association. 

“This is the first tournament in which 
we'll have umpires from the opening 
match of the first round all the way 
through. And everyone is certified by the 
National Officials Organization,” com- 
mented Burroughs. | 

Packets have been made up for the 
visiting players by the Chamber of 
Commerce to help them in finding things 
to do while here. Burroughs did say 
“they probably won’t have much time for 
anything but tennis after the tournament 
gets started,”” but that Tuesday of tour- 
ney week will be set aside for practice, 
sightseeing, and maybe some time on the 
beach. 

Most of the participants are being ac- 
comodated at area motels, but some on- 
campus housing is also being used for the 
visitors: About 12 spaces have been 
found on campus for guests. 

Burroughs seems pleased to be hosting 


the national tournament, but he seems 


even more delighted that his Seagulls will
